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We Really Should Think of a Clever Headline 


As this is started it is late Decem¬ 
ber, 1994, and already things are 
looking great as we go into what 
may be the final year of the 
Clinton administration. All kinds 
of interesting developments have 
taken place which make me be¬ 
lieve that what goes around does, 
indeed, come around. 

An example - 

A U.S. District Judge in Little 
Rock, Susan Wright, has made a 
ruling in the Paula Jones sexual 
harassment case against the Prez.

Imagine ... here will be a 
current president being grilled by 
lawyers in a sexual harassment 
suit wherein it is stated that he 
has certain identifying marks that 
only someone who had seen that 
portion of his brain would be able 
to recognize. Wow, this could be 
greater than Melrose Place or the 
British Royalty scandals! What a 
hoot! 

I wonder what they are going to 
do with all that Legal Defense 
money, anyway. It is probably 
already in the 1996 campaign 
coffers since Clinton has an¬ 
nounced that he will positively be 
running for re-election. As we all 
know, we can take his enthusiastic 
declarations to the bank as he has 
never been known to tell a lie. 

Taking this scenario in a more 
serious direction, it also means 


that there is precedent for Mr. 
Clinton to be forced to appear 
before Congress to testify in the 
Whitewater - Resolution Trust - 
Madison Guaranty - Don Tyson 
investigations.

Hubbell was part and parcel of 
both the pre-inaugural and post¬ 
inaugural activities of the 
Clintons'.

2) Joycelyn Elders, one of my 
personal favorites, was fired after 
she stated that children in school 
should be taught how to be 
wankers. She must think Ameri¬ 
can kids are backward or some¬ 
thing. Jeez, don't they learn any¬ 
thing anymore? Personally I think 
the incident was a setup so the 
administration would have an 
excuse to finally get rid of her 
while our Fearless Feeler tries to 
convince people that he is misun¬ 
derstood and, at heart, is a middle- 
of-the-road moderate.

5) Roger Altman and Jean Hanson, 
deputy Treasury Secretary and 
Treasury general counsel, respec¬ 
tively, both resigned after giving 
less than truthful testimony at the 
inquiries into failed Arkansas 
S&L's.

6) Bernard Nussbaum, former 
chief White House Counsel, re¬ 
signed under pressure last March. 
Interestingly, he had worked with 
Hillary Rod-him Clinton on the 
staff of the Watergate hearings. 
Now he is up to his armpits in 
Whitewatergate. Nussbaum has 
also been involved in the Vincent 
Foster suicide investigation. 

This investigation will go down in 
history as perhaps a massive high- 
level cover-up or, at best, incom¬ 
petent. When Park Police went to 


the White House to search Foster's 
office on July 21,1993, they were 
barred from entry and told to 
make an appointment and come 
back the next day. Then it was 
announced that the "point of 
contact" would be the Justice 
Department. On July 22,1993, 
Nussbaum conducted the official 
search of the office in the presence 
of FBI agents and Justice Depart¬ 
ment lawyers. Nussbaum re¬ 
moved material the investigators 
were not allowed to see! Kinda 
like a coyote burying chicken 
feathers after a raid on the coop. 

In the meantime the Park Police 
investigators were made to wait 
and were again denied entry to the 
office even though it was techni¬ 
cally their investigation. The death 
purportedly occurred in their 
jurisdiction. Nussbaum sorted 
through the Foster papers, and did 
not provide copies to the Park 
Police investigators, but merely 
discussed the files' contents. 
Anyone want to guess who the 
"contact man" was at Justice? Yep, 
Webb Hubbell. 

Then, nine days after the suicide, a 
"note" supposedly written by 
Foster was discovered, and pro¬ 
vided to the police and media. 

The torn-up note was found in 
Foster's briefcase, which had been 
searched by Nussbaum. The 
discovery was not announced 
until quite a period of time had 
elapsed. After the investigation 
was "concluded" in December, 
1993, it was discovered that papers 
had been removed from Foster's 
office on the night of his death by 
Nussbaum, Patsy Thomasson, 
special assistant to the President, 
and the First Lady's Chief of Staff, 
Margaret Williams. The reason 
given was they were removing 
documents that may have been 
related to national security and 
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were looking for a suicide note. 

HEE, HEE - RIGHT! We are talk¬ 
ing about people who were unable 
to get national security clearances 
looking for national security 
documents? Lift your feet, it's 
gettin' deep. 

I would hazard a guess that 
Nussbaum, et al, will be ques¬ 
tioned further in this matter as 
there are too many smelly car¬ 
casses floating around, and the 
Foster case is definitely not over. 

There have been many others who 
have resigned - Les Aspin, Mack 
McLarty, David Watkins, and 
Mike Espy. These are the live ones 
anyway.
